GERMAN SUBMARINE CABLES. 
_ oO ‘ 
i ' SHANGHAI LINE, ; 


The rapidity with which the new German 
submarine cable from the island of Yap to 
Shanghai was laid has directed atlention to the 
remarkable extension of the Germag submarine 
cable system since the beginning of this cen- 
tury., Whereas up to the year 's900. the total 
fengih of German cables amounted to. only 

2,903 dules, during the last five years no legs, 
than 15,000 miles have been laid by German 
cable works financed by German capital. With 
the exception'of the two cables F mden to New 


York, the cable from Yup to Shanghai is the. 


longest of all. Itis especially noteworthy also 
as indicating progress in the technigue of sub- 
marine cables, that no other cable in the 
world has been Inid at suck great: ocean 
depths, as this’ Liteat ‘line in the -Pacific. 
Till three years ago there was no cable 
existing, that had been laid in any place 
at a depth of more than 17,002 feet below 
the surface of the sea, In 1993, however, the 
American cables reach depths of 20,00) feet. 
This record was beaten Jast spring. by the lay- 
ing of the new German cable, for the ‘section 
from Menado via Yap to Guam-had to be laid 
at depths of 22,:co fect. The precision wijh 
which this work was carried out by the German 
cable steamer Stepan evoked much interest at 
the time. But in the autumn the Sfepsan sac 
ceeded in beating its own previous record. ‘On 
the long extent of line to Shanghai, some deep 
ocean depressions castward of the Luchu Ine 
lands could not be avoided. There the ‘cable 
was lnid at a depth of 26,029 fect. That this 
submarire cable layiog could be carried out 


upon the German submarine eab'e industry, 
which bas its headquarters id Notdenham, at 
the moath of ‘he. Weser, and in- Miltheim. $n, 
tho Industeial district of Rucaish Prussia,
